Discussion 


The Chairman distributed a draft memorandum from the Chairman of EDAC to 
the Administrator of the Mutual Defense Assistance Control Act and the Chairman 
of the Operations Coordinating Board for review and comments by the members.

The State meuber said that in view of the fact that the discussion in COCQM 
regarding licensing procedures for Poland, which had been sched^lled for September 10 
had been postponed, his agency was going to take advantage of the delay to con^ 
slder further a reply to the questions raised by the German Del in PCJLTO 262, He 
added that when a reply is drafted it will be cleared with Executive Committee

Decision 

The Executive Committee advised Treasury that it could inform Sperry Rand 
that sympathetic consideration would be given to its license application. The 
Executive Committee recommended to Treasury that such application be approved 
when filed. 

Discussion 

The Chairman made reference to the two letters dated August 23rd and 28th 
from Sperry Rand Corporation, and a letter dated August 13th from the Treasury 
Department on the subject of a proposed sale of gyro compass equipment for two 
large ocean going rescue tugs under construction in the U,K, for Polish owners. 

The Treasury member had stxbmitted these letters to obtain the opinion of the 
Executive Committee on the advisability of approving a license application for 
such a sale, 
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The State member said that^ notwithstanding the fact that this item is 
listedj) its technology is such that we could permit the sale. The listing 
does not permit actual export of the item unattached^ but Interpretative Note 
No. 5 allows its export when installed In new or left in second-hand non-embargoed 
vessels. 

The members felt that in view of this^ as well as our present policy toward 
Poland^ the license application should be approved,

Decision

start work on its assignment to implement a work program for paragraph ?! of 
the economic defense policy. 

Discussion 

The Chairman distributed the following reports from Working Group I in re- 
sponse to their assignment in Annex A to EDAC D-135/la and WG I Memo No. lOg 
ED/teC D-121/2— Prelirainaiy Comments on Transportation, and ED/SC D-121/3— Pre- 
liminary Coramaits on Electronics and Communication Equipment and Technology, 

He suggested that the members review the papers submitted to date by WG I 
and, if they find any basis for proposing a new control concept to be supported 
by the U.S,, to put their thoughts down on paper. 

He further stated that an immediate problem is to determine whether or not 
it is necessary or desirable to give WG I new instructions before they consider 
the balance of the categories. He requested that, if the members had any pro- 
posals for new instructions, they be put in writing and forwarded to him as soon 
as possible so that they could be considered for transmittal to the Chairman 
of WG I, 

In the meantime the Working Group woxild continue to treat the rest of the 
categories under the general instructions they now have. He requested that 
they endeavor to submit the balance of the studies to the Executive Committee 
by Monday, September 16,
